that it had bin a deuiſe of ſome villaine, lurking thereabouts 
of purpole tobetraptraueilers, and to bzing them within 
their coampalle to rob them. Thug many wayes mildoubting 
che woꝛſt, not yet reſolued whether to depart, oz to ſee what 
he was that made ſuch a piteous mone: at length taking

ſhip whece the two kinges and pzinces were hardly eſcaped 
the danger of ſplicting, 

But after this mofte gricuous ſtoꝛme, putting into 
the pozt of 77p0/:4, They had no ſooner anchoꝛed their 
ſhippes , but pꝛeſently they diſpatched an: balſadoꝛs to the 
goueraour, making themſclues knowne vnta him, with tne 
treatie, toꝛ the pꝛinces, who hardly bzooking her laſt dan: 
ger ſurpꝛiled with che feare of death, and weake with their 
long beating at ſea, was verie cuill at cale, foꝛ whom their 
delire was, to haue entertainement. 

This knowne to the goner nour, no leſſe courteſie, then 
honourable, he aſſembling the chickeſt captaines, & Bur: 
gurs of the Citie, and with their moſte conuenient ſpeede 
pepared themſelues towardes that place of the harbour 
where chis wearte beaten ſhippe anchozcd, when ſhewing 
chemſelues on the ſhoare in the ſiunptuous maner they 
couldvppon ſo ſhoꝛt warning, they diſpatcht Embaſſa⸗ 
dours to the kinges, willing hun to declare thei plea« 
ſures vnto them in this lo2te, 

That whereas they had ſo hardly eſcaped the danger of 
ſhipw2acke, and by Gods p2ouidence vnerpected of them, 
had foꝛtuned into chat place, a Citie farre vnable togiue 
ſuch eatertainement, as there eſtates required, yet howe 
welcome they were vnto them as vnto the ſubiects of their 
gracious ſoueraigne, and their highneſſe friendes to their 
vtmoſt power it ſhould be ſhowne. And farther, that they 
being pꝛincipall vnder their ſoueraigne, attended with re- 
uerend duetie their higlmeſſe comming to the ſhoare, to 
conduct them vnto their ladginges, which in the beſt mauer 
was pꝛeparimg f̃ their entcrtainement, 

hen the Embaſladour had _— cane 
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from the gouernour. The two kinges verie glad thereof, 
expected the ſame with thankes: and giuing ozder faz the 
landing of their traine, with ſuch necellaries as was abozd 
ol pꝛouiſion, they beſought the pꝛinces to be readie with 


them, to goe a ſhoare , where thcſe honourable and woz- 
ſhipfull gouernours of the laide Citie, attended their com⸗ 
ming, with all their ladies in their coaches, to welcome the 


- Punccs, at whoſe meeting, the courtcous wekomes, with 


the fauourable thanks returned from theſe pꝛinces, J omit: 
but with great honour and welcomes from all eſtates, as 
well the pooze as the beſt, they were conueped to their 
lodging, which was in the kinges owne pallace within the 
walles of che ſame Citie, where repoling themlelues, J 
leaue them to their ſolace foꝛ a time. | 

Then theſe noble pzinces, had ouer paſſed their weary 
tople and hard trauaile without ſome eaſe taking, then be- 
gan the nobles of this Citie, to deuiſe ſome paſtimcs, as 
well to recr eat their mindes, which were giuento melan- 
cholicke foz loſſe of their ſhippcs, of whome they heard no 
newes: amungeſt which, the captaines gathering theyz 
men togither, rigged and furniſhed a doſen gallyes and 
pinnaſſes to the ſea, with intent :oſhewe their maner of 
fight and ſea ſkirmiſhes, to which ſeruices,was Andrugio 
and his fellow pyꝛate called, to take their places at an ozeg 
end, as befoze they had done, | 

hen all thinges was pzouned foz this paſtume , the 
pꝛinces hauing taken place to beholde the lame: in whiche 
fight alter a little time, the gally wherein Andrugio was, 
being by another taken, his captaine, alwell to ſhewe what 
extremitte they vled to thoſe they vanquiſhed, as to grieue 
the body of Andrugio, cauſed him to be ſtripped, and moſt 
greeuoully to be whipped, and alter, by the armes with two 
great watites at his toes; hanging, to be dꝛawne vp to the 
pard arme, where, when he had hanged, that all men pitied 
him ſauing his mercileſſe captaine, at the crie ofthe people 
was at length let downe, But to agrauate ſtill his extreame

tremities: but turmng his head from that which the barba⸗ 
rous people tooke delight in, he ſecretly enquyꝛed what hee 
was that was ſo hardly vſed aboue the reſt of thoſe ſlaucs. 
theſe queſttons. ol che noble man was demanded by chance 
ok 5 ppꝛate befoꝛe taken with A ndrugio, who being a faire 
welſpoken man, and of good demeanoz, recounted at large 
vnto this noble man Andrugio his tommentes, & beſought

ted in the poong ladie Meſſeliua, (q ſo was (he called) her 
affection began to encreaſe towards him in ſuch wile , that 
from a ſmall ſparke, che fire ol fancie began to grow to a 
great flame, and her chiete and onely delight was in behol- 
dung ol her beſt beloued Andrugio: pea, her thoughtes 
were ſo ſetled vpon hun that in the night ſhe dꝛeamed of 
him, and in the day he was neuer out of her remembzance, 
in ſo much that this paſllon increaſing, ſhe began to growe 
into great extremities, euermoze deuiling what meanes 
ſhe might belt wozke to make her loue knowne vnto him: 
now calking this doubt, then another, ſd that in no ſo hee 
might ſettle her thoughtos how to bung her deſtres to el 
fect, in ſuch maner as ſhe might be void of ſuſpition tothe 
wozld , and acquaint Andrugio with her ſecrete loues to- 
wardes him, Hauing not any friend of fanuliaritie to 
bee aduiſed by, but her wayting woman, of whoſe 
truſt and fidelitie in ſich a waightie cauſe ſhee was not al 
ſured ok. Pet notwithſtanding. arming her ſelfe with 
hope, che only camfont of the diſtreſſed ſhe reſolueth with her 
ſelfe a lifle while longer to beare it out, hoping that time 
and her courteſte vſed towards him, might cauſe him to

Well ſo 
long continued thoſe pallions, abiding ſuch grieuous toꝛ⸗ 
mentes of minde, that his linely collour began to ware pale 
and wanneryea his bloud which was freſh, and well belee⸗ 

died, and his bodie growne with contmuall griete in⸗ 
to a faint ſickneſſe, inſamuch that his alteration, was noted 
of all, lamented of many that d know him , but eſpecialtie

| others his compantds, haung ſpente their time in riotous

Ieronimie icalous 
of what he had heard, could not be quiet, vntillhe div know 
the effect of what they had tolde, and therfoze determining 
wih hunſelte to lee the euent of it, pꝛetended to watch that 
night dilguiſed, when hee came rhither, and hee departed, 
ſupper ended, and eueryman departing his way, leronj. 
mie awapted his tune, and ſtarſiy went out of the 
dilguiſed in ſuch ſoxr that her thut had knowne him wel, 
might haue bene miſtaken, ſecretiy ambuſhing hemſelfe to 
ſec Andrugiohisromming, ti.

Madam meliſsina whomethe griefe of this had ouer- 
whelmed,was ſo ſuryulcy with the lame chat ſhe fd into a 
trance, in which extrenutp,her maiden which went with E- 
lenora returning found her,woidzing at this ſuddain ak- 
ration, but left her nat without calling help, and with al pol⸗ 
ſible means lought to bug her to li 1 — 
foꝛ ſhe hath paid her due to death, uhom al the labour 
might vle pꝛeuailed nat to call againe. Chen chey ſaw no 
reinedp, che maide weſentiy diſpatched a meſſenger to lcro- 
nymy , entqming him what was happened. But carelelle, 
he thinking i had bene ſome pollicie of the Lady to dzawe 
him thether, that by increatie ſhee nught craue grace at his 
hands foz her not giue credite to it: 
ding the mellenger with bitter wozds , refed all nght as 
he might. In the moming early pꝛetending to let his ſiſter 
know his nund, am how hard y he bzooked her laſciuious 
lle, which (hc ſpent in fozmcation with A io, he repa⸗ 
red to her chamber, wher entring the ſame he lawh breath 
leſſe cronke ol the Lady lieng on the ruſhes, and her maide 
with others in tearcs bitterly bewailing the vntimely death 
of her, whom foz her ee by 
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This ſight of ſeronymic, was lille pleaſing, at which 
maugre his heart he could not refrain the ſhedding of tears 
but ſtanding mute a long tane, as one in a trance, en the 
ſuddaine comming to himſeile, he inquyꝛed the cauſe of her 
death, and how itcame to paſſe, whereof none in the cem- 
panie could aducrtiſe him, wherefoze accuſing his owne fol- 
lies and light beleefe,hee ſuppoſcd that his bytter wozdes, 
vſed in dilgrate and ſlander ol her honeſt life to be the cauſs 
thereof. But diſſembling his gricke he pyclently departed 

to his owne houſe, and ſending fo2 thoſe two Gentlemen 
which had made the complaint vnto him of his ſiller and 
Andrugio, taking them into his chamber, as ił he had in 
ſecrete to impart vnto them, he ſtabbed them both, to the 
end they ſhould not in like ſozt,as they had to him acquaint 
others with the ſlander of his ſiſter and Andrugio, 

Taking oꝛder fo) Madam Meliſcina her burtall arcoz- 
ding to her eſkate,he kept his chamber long tune, id would 
not be ſeene oꝛ ſpoken to of any body whatſoeuer: in the 
midſt of thele ſoꝛrowes, he often thought of Andrugio, 
who lay in moſt pitiful miſer ie, almoſt ſtarued fo want of 
foode by his owne command: which when hee conſidered, 
dꝛeading the puniſhment of God foz his light beleefe, and 
maſſacring choſe he had ſlaine, beſides his lifters death, 
moꝛe necre vnto him then all the reſt, he commaunded A n- 
drugio to be diſpoſſeſt from all the ſubſtance he had, and to 
bee clothed in ſuch baſe apparell as he found him in, beeing 
pꝛiſoner in the Turkes Gallies, and ſent him into freeſ: 
land to a friend of his, a Nobleman , whome in bis letters 
he 3 deſired to inflict (ome grieuous tonnent vppon 
Andrugio. - 

This Noble man not knowing any tauſe, btit at Icrony 
mie his requeſt, kept him as a dʒudge in his kitchin to doo 
his flaucrie,and fozall kind ofcariage fo the ppouiſton of 
his houſe,he made him to wawe home like a hoꝛſe vppon 
flews,ſhooing him of purpole in wooden ſhooes with long 
talkeg of y2on,fo2 ſlyding · on the ple: in this mierie liued 
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Andrugiothe tearme of two peares , wich greate penuric 
(ill ac Foztune,tha: would not as wel coimmaund his 
life to be taken from him, and lo end bis calamities, as to 
aggrauate his paines,dayly to inflictnew puniſhmentes on 
hun too much fo2 a man to indure, and er ough fo: a beaſt. 
Tr aueiling thus with his ſleids from placc to place, there 
chaunced a countrie man of his, a traueiler , wanting in 
che towne where Andrugio was a conunon ſieid which ca- 
ried paſſengers,he requeſted Andrugio( whom hee vnder⸗ 
derſtood dwelled within a mile o2 two where his buſineſſe 
lap)that he might paſſe with him Andrugio vnderſtan- 
ſtanding by his ſpecch,that he either was of Saxonic , oz 
neere there bozdering,tooke him in, and turtcoully enter⸗ 
tamed him: and paſling on cheir iourney, enquired from 
whence he was, who d he was of Saxonie. This 
woꝛd began to rene a liuely collour in the face ot nuſerable 
Andrugio, who thought now to heare the certaine newes 
how alichmgs did ſtand, ol the health of his father the duke: 
wherefoze he began as a ſtraunger that did know little, to 
enquire ofthe gouernment ofthe country, which the iran» 

er curteouſty tolde hum, adding withall the death of the 
Duke, with their ſozrowe fo the loſle of ſo noble a Pzince, 
Theſe wozdes cauſed Andrugio to ſheadteares moſt pite⸗ 
ouſly, which was noted ol his paſſenger, which demaunded 
the cauſe of his ſuddaine heaumes. Andrugio excuſing the 
matter, ſaid that he could not chooſe but lament their loſſe, 
who ſhoulde want ſo good a Juſticer as hee repoztedthat 
Duke to be: demaunded further i hee left no chudzen be⸗ 
bind him to ſucceede him, and how the countrie was gouer⸗ 
ned My friend quoth the Saxon) but that griefe will not 
permit me to diſcourſ it, J cou tel chee as lamftable 
ahiſfozie as euer thy cares haue heard, but anſwering thy 
demandes, J beſeech thee of friendſhip to pardon mec the 
reſt. Trueth is ( my friend) our Duke hauing one ſonne of 
wit pꝛegnart. in learning fozward, and ol per ſonage oz his 
time peereleſſe: This yoong I in wolull time we my 
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all ſap that liue in this grieued countrie of Saxonie, deft- 
rous to learne knowledge, craued licence to ſtudy at the d · 
muerſitie of Siena whether he had leaue to goe, accompa- 
ned with dwers yoong Nobles of our country, aud Gen: 
tlemen ot great na ne, who moſt vntimelp loſt their liucs, 
as they trauztled thozow Germany, and he only left. aliue, ⁊ 
pet in great danger: but reconering his health he departed 
to Siena and from thence na man knoweth whether, noz 
none can tell whether he liue oꝛ no, yet hath there bene great 
inquirie made fo2 him in many couatries. Dis Dakedome 
in his ablence is gouer ned by ſire loꝛdes of the countrie ti 
very good oꝛder: vito whome not long ſince , there came 
a hꝛaue Gallant from the Unmerſiticof Siena to enquire 
of the good health of our Dube ſonne, named Andrugio, 
for that as the repoꝛt ſhoweth, they were bedfellowes and 
ſwoꝛne friendes in Siena. But when he kound not my Lozd 
Andrugio , and was truely aduertiſed that they had not 
ſcene htm ſince his being at Siena, with great griefe he la- 
mented his abſence,and vowed neuer to ſeaue trauell until 
hee found him, oꝛ had ſome certaine newes of him: ſo leauing 
his name, which (as J can remember) was Galaſtio, ſonne 
vnto the Ouke of millaine, hee departed tothe great loꝛ⸗ 
row of our Nobles, who per ſwaded him earneſt{y ta leaue 
the hazard of ſo bad a match. 

Andrugio who had with no litle griefharkened to this, 
could not foꝛbeare the ſhedding of cearcs moſt aboundant⸗ 
lie, which the traueiler pitied to le, leaſt doubtiug that which 
a:terwards happened. | 

Andrugio with much a doo dꝛieng vp the conduites of 
— weeptng eies, vnto the talke of the er aueiler thus an⸗ 

wered, + 


Then good my friend/quoth hee) ik pour dwelling bee 


within the Oukcdorne of Saxonic,as yau make repoꝛt, tell 


me J beſcech vou how you came by the knowledge of this 
that yon hauꝛ made relation, æ J wil requite you if I may, 
Dea, quoch the traueiler, J was boꝛne in ele Dukedome 
and

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and from mp childbyzth bzought vp ö citic where the Duke 
kept his court.That J ſap is full wellknowen vnto mee, 
My father a Gentleman of his Graces retinue while he li⸗ 
uen, whome J haue daily ſecnc with teares to bewalle the 
death of this good Duke, and wich no litle ſoꝛrow, lament 
his ſormes abſence, Tell me chen fricnd, how it it ſhoulde 
be thy chance to meet the dukcs ſonne, wh at fauour wou. dit 
thou doe him : if his want were great, couldſt thou ante 
way relieue. hum, oz in what ſoꝛte wouldeſt thou deale 
with hym. Sir (quoch hee) if my hope were ſuch? to 
finde him, J were the happ'eft creature of my whole p20- 
genie, and ſo ſhoulbe repute my ſclle, aud great fauour 
ſhould J gaine mmycountrp it J might but bꝛing certain 
newes of his life oz death, to whome J would willingly as 
my dutie and leache Loꝛd, impart what J haue oʒ can by 
my acquaint ance, marchantes of our owne countrie take vp 
to relieue him, whome J truſt, ncevech not my helpe, if he 
liue. 

The dukes ſonne may thinkc himſelfe bound fo pou 
quoth Andrugio, it he did but know pour loue to hun, and 
if he be a gentleman, he camot but requite it. That Andru- 
gio, by talke had knowledge of the man, yet not rcſolued, 
whether to make htmſelfe knowne vnto his countriman, 
to heare the ſoꝛrowe of the Loꝛdes foꝛ his abſence, and 
what griefe his whole countrey indured fo2 him: be ſides his 
double ſoꝛt owe f̃; the dz ecaſe of his noble father ſtudying 
this what to doe, hee refolued that it was the pleaſure of 
God, ſo foztnnately to giue hun knowlcdge of the ſtate of 
his countrie, and therefoze not againſt the pleaſure of God 
fo refuſe ſo good oppoꝛtunitte, leaſt he that ſendeth all hap⸗ 
pineſle diſpleaſed at his foſlies, ſhoulde augment his pu 
niſhmentes. wher efoꝛe reſolued he arch) Lorenzo q; ſo 
was he called) ſince I (ce the loue thou bareſt the duke m 
his ufe, as chy repoꝛt, to his houre after deathe, cheweth, J 
were vngratefull, if J ſhoulde not requite thee with ſome 
friendlþip, Therefoze my good Lorenzo,know that thou -. 
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art the man þ ſhalt glad the heartes of them thou ſayſt dos 
mourne, by bꝛinging them certaine twinges of Lozd An- 
drugio ther yon Pytnce , whome I can aſſure thee, li- 
ucth but in great pauertie,farre vnitting his eſtate.wher. 
foze if thoucanſt pzocure to furniſhe him with pouiſion 
of apparell and money fo his charges, J can and wil 
bꝛing thee to his pyelence,let me know therefoge thy minde 
toꝛ our tournie begumech to ſhozte,and J muff leaue thee, 
Loremo hearing thenameof him who me he had thought 
neuer to haue ſeene moꝛe, began to note the man maze and 
moꝛe, but ſo much was he altered in countenante, wich the 
ſunne, and weather beating at ſca, that he coulde not knowe 
hin, whereloꝛe Loremo beſought him of that 3cale that 
Chuſtians owe onc to another , not to hide himletfe ane 
longer, if he were the man as he did ſuppoſe he was, to let 
him knowe it, that he might doe him chat dutie as ta hys 
dead Lom, q if not himſelf, not to depart vntil he bꝛought 
him vnto Loꝛd Andrugio his pꝛeſenct that it his pouertie 
be ſuch as you repozt, Lorezo map relieue it, and ſhew the 
reale, he oweth vnto the noble Andrugio. 

Andrugio, being aſſured bythis of Loreazoh:s zeale 
could fozbeare no longer, but with tearcs running lyke 
ſfreams,wzinging Loremo by p hand, ſapd, Lorenzo, my 
odde acquainted friend and companion Lorenzo, how may 


my heart reioyce to heare thploue to him wham thou ne⸗ 


uer hadſt no cauſe to thinke on? but ſince J knewe it by 
p2oof,and ſer what dutte thou didit owe the duke decealed, 
albeit J may be aſhamed comanfeſt that J cannot conceale 
from thee , Know this Lorenzo, Ja nthat Andrugio, 
Donne and Heire to the noble Duke of Saxonie, who 
by the cruel:te of foztune haue neuer luted ſince my g0- 


ing to Siena but in great miſerie, and neuer was it mp 


chance in my trauels, which hach not bene ſmall, to meete 
with anie of mp acquaintance, But ſeeing God hath cauſed 
thecto bethe firſt, and only man: let me know Lorenzo, 
thy counſell what is beſt co be done, thou leeſt the * A

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lead is ſlauiſhe and moſte odious, ſuche as nip heart hardly 
lyoketh,yct can J not eſchew it many ſoꝛt. Jf F ſhould fite, 
he, to whome J an thus inthꝛalled, wauld puriue me: if 7! 
refule this wherein J haue ſome libertie, then might it be 
woꝛ ſe foz me. no: how to diſcharge mp lelfe from it, I can: 
not deuiſe: if I acquaint him with mp cſtate, then may: 
be, that he will inflict ſome great ſoinmes of manic on me, 
fo: my ranſome, ſo that J am now in ſuch an agon e, tha: 
I know not what ſhal becomeof me.Deſtrous J am to ſce 
mp natiue countric and friendes , and to comfozc theſe my 
louing lubiectes, which ſoꝛrow toz my abſence: if thou lend 
ayde to my deſire, let me know? therefoze thy adtuſe Lo- 
reo, nd aſlure thee, that the good thou affooꝛdeſt me in 
this extremette , ſhalbe repayd thee with many thankcs, 

Lorenzo ſhed tearcs aboundant, ta hearc his tale, yes 
was his heart ſurpꝛiſed ſo with top , that hee coulde not 
ſpeake, but paſſing it ouer as he might, kneeling on hys 
knees, humbly killed his hand, giuing God thankes, koꝛ 
bleſſing hun with ſo good koꝛtune, as to be the firſt that 
ſhould bꝛing the tidinges ok comfozttohis countrie, pꝛote⸗ 
ſing withal, his purſe, yea life c all, was at his commande⸗ 
ment: # my good Lozd, (quoth he) touching your depar⸗ 
ture, il you will be ruled by my aduiſe, we will return to the 
place from whence we came, where q haue ſome friends # 
acquamtance of our countrie, with whame J will deale, foꝛ 
monie and neceſſaries, befitting pour Loꝛdſhip, pour ſelfe 
ſhall reſt as ſecret as pou may, vntill the ſpꝛing our ſhips 
map be free, when with the firſt we will depart. This coin: 
ſell liked Andrugio well, and without deniall returned to 
the place from whence they came, which ere they might re⸗ 
couer, was late in the night. Lorenzo being well acquains 
ted in his lodging, called them vp with diuers of his coim. 
trimen, to whome he declared what had happencd, wha 
were as topfull of this good newes as Loremo. 


Thus remained Prince Andrugio „amongeſt ys 


friendly countriemen, honoured with all titles of maieſtte 
R beleeming 
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bcſecning his eſtate, but verie ſecret, noz neuer diſcloſed, ' 
what hee was but amongeſt themſelues , foꝛ whome Lo- 
renzo was nat alittle carefuſto pꝛouide all thinges fo: his 
honoꝛ, that he might with maieſtie, bcſeeming a pꝛince re⸗ 
turne to his tc ountrie. 

Ali thinges pꝛouided fo2 this his happie iournie, the 


ſpung nowe appear ing, where the trolen alpes began ts 
dilclole, and the ſp!cndant beamesof the ſume ſhewed in 
moſte gloue, Their pꝛouiſion beeing all reavie to clappe a a 
booꝛd, they attend but his plcaſure that hathe wzought all 
thinges elle foꝛ their content, to ſend them a happie gale; 
whiche luckely comming as they expected, they were 
with the firſt readie to ſet ſale, bidding Freeſlandfarewel, 
their gallant Barke ficeſed the waues, with a pzoſpctous 


amd happie gale, to the ending of euerie one of their wi⸗ 


ſhcs, and accompliſhmg Andrugio his deſire. Tune, and 
ſhoꝛt time , hath bzought chem to the pox of their deſire, 
when they had no ſooner anchozed, but Lorenzo ſentby 
Andrug1o, haſtined to ſee his aged father, and withall to 
will him in all haſte to repayze vnto hum, co participate 
counlell, what he were beſt to doe, either ſodenly to make 
his arriuall knowne, oꝛ to conceale it fo2 atime, but ſcarſſy 
had Lorenzo his father bleſſed him, c giuen his welcome, 
when blab- like he reuealcd vnto his father A ndrugio his 
comming, who as ioylull to heare it, as the other was in 
recountiug it, pꝛeſently ſpꝛed it throughout the citie, and 
to the geuernours of the ſtate, who pꝛelently vpon the re⸗ 
poꝛt, addꝛeſced themſelues withall the honour they could to 
reccaue him, commanding the belles to be roong, and ſol 
[ome pꝛayſes with reioyling ſires, thzoughout the Citie in 
ſignẽ of by, | 
Andrugio cipecting lorg the returnc of Lorenzo, loo- 
kin q car aeſtiy fe him, on tie ſodaine heard all the belles to 
ting, which made him admire woonderkully: in the erd hee 
might beholde tie ſhoare filed with multitudes of people, 
cn the munberg ta increaſc, by which he ũnagmed, there 


was 


to Fortune, 


was ſome thing in hand. Thus ſtanding in dumpes, ther? 
tene from che ſhoꝛe all the Nobles of his countrie to guiẽ 
him welcome and to bing him to land, wher with gi eat toy 
of his ſubiects he was intertained in ſuch ſoꝛt, as nught 
haue cauſed the mightieſt Emperour to haue thought well 
of his people, and to giue them thankes, In great p3'n3e 
rides Andrugio to his pallace with toifull hearts rcitiuedꝭ 
of his ſubiectes,who to ſhew their loues, with triumphes, 
maſking, and other paſtimes,during one whole weckſpeut 
their times. 

The lolemne welcome was not finiſhed, when the loꝛds 
and ſtates of the countrie that had che gouernment, in open 
aſſembly deliuered their authoꝛitie in moſt reuerent and du⸗ 
tiful maner, acknowledging him to be the right and lawtul 
heir ok their deceiſed duke, deſtring him p guideth the harts 
Mw pꝛinces, to make him as fozamatcin his actions as his 

er. 

Andrugioſetled thus in his Dukedome, gouerned with 
great wiſedom,vſing wſſice to all, wich his nobles familiar, 
and to his commons curteous, wꝛonging no man, but relee⸗ 
uing all that were comfoꝛtles, to the pꝛiſoners and men in 
bondage, he had a ſpeciall regard, meaſuring their miſeries 
by his owne calanities, hauing ben as they are. To recount 
all his honoꝛs, would fil large volumes, and grow tedious to 
the hearer onlie let this ſuffice,he liued the tearmcs of two 
ytares and moꝛe vnmaried, beloued of all within his duke⸗ 
dome ſo generally, chat they delighted in nothing ſo much, 
as in lauding & extolling his honoꝛ able actions in uch wile 
that other countries gaue him the like honoꝛ as his owne 
people:palling the flouring pꝛime ol his youth, the Mobles 
of his country hauing care of the ſtate, offered many greate 
mariages, but al to no purpole:with thankes he returned all 
their kriendſhip, accepting none. The old ſinders of aſfectis 
ons which lay raked vp in his heart, began now againe to 
burne, ſo that day no2 night was ſpent without great care 
taking how he might accompliſh his A2 iniop Suſana 
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fo his wife, yet fo2 that ſhe was ſo baſe, and fearing diana 
as au men reed cine the 


of:rs,was in great perplexitie, not darmg to dilclole it ta 
his deareſt friend andmoſt familiar, "Eur Copicgeuing 


ſpurc2 his deſires , could not let him reſt vntill hee ſought 
ſome meane foz his quiet, Caſting many wates in his per⸗ 
plered mind, how to giue his heart eaſe, and his deſire end, 
determineth to pꝛooue the faithfuneſſe ol Lorem o, whom 
he had aduanced to pono7. fo; thesfarour howene kherfove 
finding oppoztumtte , he bzake with him alter this manner, 

Lorenzo hom much J doo reckon mp COT 
bnto thee J will not lay, by whoſe means Lang — 
ARIA e e. 
a friendſhip which ſhall neuer be fozgocten (o long as An- 
drugio liuech. But Lorcnzo as thy faith yg 
2 and thy readineſle as great to doo me this good, 
ſo am I the bolder to make choile ol hee aboue al J know 
to impart a matter of moze waight, and toucheth me ncrer 
then the loſfc ofmp Duke dom, in which if J find thy reavi- 
neſſe and ſecrecie accozding to mp wih chou bindeſt An. 
drugio by an tuerlaſting band of tnuiolable friendſhip to 
rclt thine, Speake therefoze Lorenzo, t᷑ J ſhall repoſe 
this truſt and confidence mthee accozving as A doo de- 
fire, then ſolemnelp ſweare theconcealing of the ſame and 
thy ſpeedy furtherance. 

Lorenzo as one deſiring nothing mc bene mobeees 
fauour and to augment his good opinion ot him rather the 

to decraſe it any way, pzoecſted vnta hun by the faith of a 
loyall ſubiect , that rather would he udure all the toxmentg 
that nught be 'deuiſed,then diſcloſe any thing he was char⸗ 
ged to conceale, to any one, but ſuch as he was eonunaun⸗ 
ded. 
Andrugio ſecing by his carneſt lookes, that he meante 


faith, inter rupted his (pcech:ſaping,enough Lorenzo, J ar.

rently J vſe pou, oꝛ not as beſecmieth pour calling. my hein 
ging vn is ruſtick as you ſee in this pooze cottage, and pour 
elt a meere ſtranger vnto me. Touching en

but to be gouerned bythem of whom Jreceiued m being:

Lorenzo wearied with trauaile , acceptcth her offer, 
peeling thanks foz that fauour. 

Suſama deſca ung on Loremo his meſſage, imagmeth 
whether her heart was joyfu oz no, hauing ſo good a caule, 
and her hope ſo great to canc from a Pilers cottage to 
a pzinces,# liue in court honoured of Nobles, This happy 
tydings could Suſania with much paine indureto conccale 
any time, wherefoze ſhee dipatcheth a meſſenger in all haſt 
to ſeek her father and mother, vnto whom being come, ſhee 
recoumteth at large Andrugio his meſſage detiuered by 
Lorenzo, with his happie ſucceſſe, and attapning vnto hys 
dukevome, with all beſeeching her father and mother, as 
they loued and tendered the pzeterment of their chiide, not 
to gainſay the will of the noble Andrugio, foz that their 
loues had bene equall,# foztune had done them both wꝛong 


to ſepar at them ld long, ſecing it ſtood with the pleaſure of 


God, after many daies of trouble to her loumg Lozd, and 
no little ſoꝛrow to her ſelfe, that they might inioy ech other, 
his francke conſent, wich her mothers, might be granted. 
Thus with top, the toonge faltering in hir mauth, ſhee 
could not vtter a wozdmoze, which the facher percetuing, 
beganne to cenſure the cauſe, pzoceeded of great toye 
and entcring into tudgement of all cauſcs, which might be 
meiudiriall to his childe, as allo the deſire he had to ſce her

a fathers care. Pany a good peo nanly ſon ie, yea, and 
lonnes of gentle race, hach thee foſaken, pꝛolltring their 
laue wich lar ge do wies vnto her. But ſiuce che time of your 
Dukes lodging in my houle, che neuer had anie minde of 
mariage, taking leſſe pleaſure in hearing of any luch offer 
chen in ought eile might be fpoken : mp ſelle caulde neuer 
tell the cauſe , but that my wilt her mother did partly vn. 
der ſtand ſomewhat of het mind, being heaux, ſad, e diuer 
times lickeky , when other pouthlpent their times in plea: 
{ure and ſpozting,to recreate themſelues, ſhe would waple 
and lament in ſuch fozte, as it hath not a little me 
to behold, Buteny Lozd)what was concealed part: 
ly geſle at nom, it was loue J ſee, che loue of my Lozd An- 
drugio, who by what meancs I know not hath obtapney 
her heart and faithfullliking , and ſince J heare bythe re⸗ 
poꝛt of my daughter, howe conſtant hee remaineth inhys

Duke Andrugio which had long erperted to heare of bis 
beſt beloued, is now certiſied by ameſſenger,that ſhe with 
Lorenzo arc within two daies iourn of the court wppon 
which newes he ſommoneth his nobles and eſtates , coins 
manding them to be ready to e him the next day, 
tathe moſt ſumtuous ſoꝛt they glue entzrtauument 


vnto a ſtranger, comming from far toſechim,y which was 


accodingly perfomed in ſuch wiſe,as Andrugio by their 
diligence in fulfilling ſo ſodainly his deſire, thought hunlelt 
molt highly honoured by then: . Thus all chinges pertour · 
fed as his heart could wil, the next mozning Andrugio 
with his train ſet fozward to meete Suſania at the houſe 
ol Sigmoꝛ Anthony a knight ot᷑ his court, where hee had 
appomted to meete her:vgon which ourney as hee tr auex. 
led, hee acquainted dmers ok his chiefeſt Lozdes with 
che pꝛetente of his comming from the Court, & wich what 
zeale he had hono red and loned that mayden , which then 
went to meete: beſeeching them dk that loue they did beare 
vnto hun and his deceaſed father ·, to make account of his 
loue, and to da her tha: reuerente which belonged vnto the 
Lady and wife of their Due fz that ſhe was the abrece 
des ar the onelp otie'thac ſhould participate with 
in lone. 
The Noblcs which harkened to his pꝛoteſtation ſo vn · 
ſuſpecteo,began diuers wares to coniecture of the ſame, his 
ttrendes and truſtie followers conceiuing the beſt: others 
who e laue was not lo firme, as it pleaſed them: yet all alike.

The Dune thus reſolued with his company, adping on 
him that m many miſeries had bene his pzotecto2,pucd out 
on vnawares vpon his enemies and fought with chem a 
ſharpe and grieuous battell, in which many of his compa- 
me milcaried, and hee compelled to ſlie, loſing the field: at 
which ti ne his eaemies taking their aduantage, purſuing 
them that led towards the citie, entered pell mell commit ⸗ 
ting great ſlaughters ofhis people, in che end being quietly 
polleiled of the lame, they ſought ko the Dake , who was 
renenged'on the Duches, 
thep determined to put her co the ſwoꝛd, foz whole life the 
com mon people with one generall voice made earneſt inter⸗ 
celſion,at whoſe requeſt ſhe was pꝛeſerued, but bamſhed 
wich her two Jnfants, co:nmanded vpon paine of her life 
neuer to returne agame, within any part of the regiment of

This cruell ſentence pponotriced againſt the Duchelſe, 
cauſed a munber, which dutifully honourcd the Lady foz her 
curteous conditions. to ſhed teares, & to be earneſt Su:ers 
fo2 her, but in vaine,fo2 ſhe muſt needs depart to lecke her 
foꝛtune, where it belt pleaſed the giuer 07 a! good, to guide 
her. 

This wou Lady baniſhed in ſuch wiſe as you heare, 
her onely companions were * wayting women, which 
foꝛ her lone criled themſeluos, departed the Cice , fo —

foxtune had partedthem in cxtremtie, fa God rran ti en1 
leaue to miete in their loꝛrowes, to como: t one the other. 
Fo2 loe, as he by chauce was ſtragling, to gather roots and 
hearbes to relieue his hungrie ſkomacke, hauing no other 
luſtenancc, hee heard the pititull lan icntation of a woman, 

complayning her hard toztune, and bitterly wecping oncr 
ber tender babcs,beleeching God toſhew that mercie vn-

Andrugio which with a woefull heart had liſtened to 
this ſozrowfull plaint, knowing well the voyce of hys deare 
Ladie, was ſo ouercharged with griefe,p he could not well 
ſpeake; but recouering his ſences, he crycth cut on foꝛtune 
which wꝛought his milerics, but moꝛe exclapmed againſt 
the fates and deſlinies, chat han ſuffered himto cſcape with 
ä lle, to ſee ns Ladie and ſweete babes to indure ſuch cxtre- 
mitie , Atter he had long debatcd with himſelfe, what was 
beſt to be done in ſuch an exigent, he entered place where 
bis Ladie (ate, rocking on her knee the ſweete babe, which 
was a daughter: whole face, when the good Ladie beheld 
howe toptull ſhee was J neede not relate, onely this let me 
tell vou, his pꝛeſence cxiled from her heart the greateſt 
griefe. After this ioyfull meeting, and that they had re⸗ 
compted one to the other, their miſhaps, Andrug 10 AS one

withdzewe himſelfe into a delart, twentie miles diſtant 
fram Pillaine, where fearing a place, which was by all 
likelihoodes, leaſt frequented, he laboꝛed vntill he had buil⸗ 
ded inthe hollowe of a hard rocke, a pꝛoper lodge, where 
the remainder of his life he finiſhed contented with rootes, 
hearbes and ſuch pꝛouiſion as the earth naturally yeelded: 
where when hee had ſpext ſome time, in continual pzaper, 
and heartes caſe, and ſaw the quiet content hee mioyed in 
that lic, entering into the manifold miſeries of all Chilli. 


O foꝛtune conſtant, in thy vnconltancic, it chere be ſuch 
a dame as phantaſlicall Poets affirme, 'whole blindneſſe 
cannot diſcerne the noble from the pelantcs,theLozd from 
the flaue, noꝛ the ſeruant from the mapſter: cruell art thou 
which takeft thy pleaſure in ouerthzowing monarchics and 
eralting the baſe, onetp of pꝛeſumption, to derogateto thy 
name, a title of Godhead , But what vaine opinions they 


hold, þ tearme cheea goddeſſe, are eaſitytobe perceancd, 


if they enter int it: fo2 what can the ſeruant doe without 
ſucterance ofthe maiſter, oz what power haſt thou, but by 
the ſufferance ok him that beeakech lite into all his crea⸗ 
lures ꝛbut kor iſh bethe? which haue by their ſupplications 
to thy blinde dietie, made thee moze pꝛeſumptious, where 
the, ought to tread chy honour vnder foote:foz what is for: 
tune, but a fapned deuiſe of mans ſpirite: an imagination 
without trueth*vpon which(as Plararbe ſavth) a man can:

are ruled and guided by the pzoudence of God, and not 
by blinde koꝛtune: foz when wee want the bleſünges of 
God thꝛough his anger which wee cannot appeaſe, then

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we accuſe our ignoꝛance, and ingratitude cowardes his ma: 
maieſip, by che vntoztunace chance of humaine things falling 
thzoughthe common erroꝛ ol men. we attribute to fo2tune, 
As che Romans tn elder tunes honozcd Foꝛtime moze then 
all the woꝛld calling her che Nurſe, Patrone and vpholder 
ofthe citie ol Rome:thep builded foz her, many ſumptuous 
harman les,wherem they honozed this pꝛoude dame by many 


Silla hauing obtained the Dictatozſhip , pelded hün⸗ 
ſelfe and al his actions to Foztune,ſauing that he accountcy 
hunlelle the child of Foꝛtune, and thereupon took vnto hun 
the name ol happie Iulius Cæſar, gaue a certaine aſſurance 
of the hope he had in Foztune, when entering a ſmall Fri: 
got. in ſo dangerous a ſtoꝛme, that the Maiſter was loch to 
waigh his anchoꝛ: he ſaid thus vnto him be not affraive mp 
friend,foz thou carieſt Ceſar and his Foxune, 

Agultus ſending his Nephew to the warres, wiſhed 
him to be as valiant as Scypio,and as foztunate as himlelf, 
Theſe and many other of great pzowes and magnificence, 
foꝛgetting the hono! ofthe true God, attribute al to foztune, 
which is nothing, Ah deceitkull Foꝛtune, thou art caſilye 
found, but hardly auoided. They that haue moſt laboured to 
paint out this fained Goddes lay, chat ſhe hath a ſwift pace, 
a loftie mind, and a quick hope:thep giue her light winges, 
and a globe vnder her feete, in her hande a home of aboun⸗ 
dance, which ſhe powzeth foozth vpon ſuch as plcaſeth her. 
Some put a wheele in her hand, which continually turnech, 
whereby they chat are on the top, tumble down into the gulf 
of miſer te: as hilkones are full ot exranples. Haniball that 
led flouriſhing conquer o, died nuſerablie by poiſon. Eu- 
mines one of Alexanders lieftenants , exalted to honour 
from a Potters ſonne being taken pꝛiſoner, died ofhonger, 
Pertinex a ſouldiour came to the Empire being a pooze 
womans ſorne,wheremraigning two monethes was ſlain 
by his gard. The-Emperour probus was the ſonne of a 


blacke myth. Maximua of a Gardiner, Iohn Leyden a 
M 2 but- 
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courſes ofrcaſon: riches, glo 
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butchers ſonne of Holland wag proclaimed Ring , and 
raigned thꝛee in great pzoſpcrite,and then ſubuer 
ted. Lo this 1s  ſtedfaſtncs of fatune, deſtrous of change, 
whereby many are dzawen by her ſweetc pzoffers topaide, 
and many vilde grieuous linnes , to pzouoke the Gods to 
wzath,who ſecing their inſolentie thzow them downe ſoo- 
ner then they riſe, ol purpoſe to make their ſfates moze mi- 
ſer ablt: let vs therefoze wiſely waigh what Foxtune is, 
and pzepare our ſelues foz all events, foz hee that is able to 


thy pallages, and cloſed vp all thy wates ofenterance : that 
man putteth not his trult in „ aronanche ol

chem moſt that ſtand leaſf in feare al their 


- fozeindeſpite of Fontume vercue flouriſhcrh, Then there is 


no good but vertue, ard no cuil but bite, which is the contra- 
ry to it. Che vertuous man is only free and happy, che viti⸗ 
ous man bond and bnhapp ie.Likewiſe beautic and the diſ- 
polition of the body am bon are al of no face: 
teſt ſfay,whichcannot be plucked vp by anpcempeſt , and

noble pzince Amcharſis a Barbarian,who was ſo deſirous 
to attaine vertue ,that he left the kingdome of Silla to hys 
voongeſt bꝛother, and went into Græcia to mofit with So- 
lon: ſaieng, that F oꝛtune ſhould neuer triumph auer him, 
but he would truunph ouer Foztune. Theſe examples 
(Andrugio, ) may dzaw thee to vertue, and contenme the 
woꝛld, perſiſt in thy dooing, reſpect not the woꝛlde, noꝛ take 
care foꝛ thy famwlie,thp friend Galaſtino faithfull and kind 
tothee and thine,ſhall be to thy wile a huſband and a father

Pꝛince, but note how manie miſchietes couetouſneſſe hath 
attempted: Mulcaſſes king of thiues, had his eyes by hys 
owne ſonne put out, that he might ceaſe vppon his riches: 
Polimmneſtor, ſonne to Priamus of Trop, llew his kinſman 
Polidorus, to gaine golde, t̃q the which Queene Hecuba, 
comming vnto him, without anie ſhewe of dilcontentment, 
hauing him alone in a chamber, with che helpe of her wo-. 
men, thzult out his eyes, The Emperour Caligula was 
lo muche touched with couctoulneſle, that there was no 
meant to get money, how vnlawfull ſoeuer it were, which 
he ſought not out, inſomuch that he layd a tribute vppon 
Urine, and ſolde his ſiſters gownes, whome he had bani⸗ 
ſþed, yet in one peare ot his raigne, he ſpent pꝛodigally 67, 
millions of gold, which Jyberius his pzedeceſſour had gas 


thered together, J call now to minde the remedie of a couc- 
tous cardinall, who vled when his hozlekeepers had gien 
otes to his hozles, to come done all alone by a trap doze 
without light into che table, and ſtealt their otes, and car- 
ried them into his Garner, whereof hee kept the key him- 
ſelfe ſo long as he continued this Ae comminges

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thet one ol his 1 not knowing who was the

nuaue to his creatoꝑ, did eat the foꝛbidden truce contrary to 
bis expzeſſe commandemert, to whore he owed all obedi⸗ 
ence:thus as by his ingratitude be neglected his obedience 
to his Lozd, ſo his puniſhment was accozding to the maner 
of his offence, koꝛ his owne ſpirites, which were befoze at 
his commandement, rebelled againſt him, and led him to 
all kinde of ſinne, which maketh vs inheritours of hys 
curſe,both of ſinne and death , pet ſo dull is our vuderſtan- 
ding, that dayly we fal intothts crime of ingratitude, which 
we ought to hate in great meaſure, and to flie from it moꝛe 
then death it ſelfe, by reaſon of the cuils whiche it hath 
bzought vppon vs: but pet alas, wee lee vs too 
many vngrateful perſons , who betrape them ſooneſt 
by whome they receaue all their ling and aduancement, 
And if vnthankfulneſle be familiar with the meancr ſozte, 
let vs not thinke it farther off fromthole ok higher calling, 
fo2 vppon euerie light occaſion , eſpetial y ifaman ſrame 
not himlelke to that vice, which they haue in greateſt com: 
mendation, they eaſily foꝛget all the ſeruice that hath bene 
done vnto them, byreaſon of ſome new come gueſt, who

death to the oflendq. 
Alexander the greatclt foz boumtie, and Cæſar fa; par: 
doning intur tes renowned in all the hiſtoꝛies: of chem both 
it is ſaide, that when Alexander had knowledge of an vn- 
thankfull perſon he neuer gaue him any ching: noꝛ Cxſar 
neuer fozgaue ſuch, Do grieuoully haue vertuoug men ha- 
ted ingratztude. Pt is repozted ofthe Stozke that ſhe neuer 
bzingeth foozch poong ones bat thee caſteth one out of the 
neſt fo; the hier ofthe houſe where (he lodgeth, But bar⸗ 
barous is that ingr atitude in him that hath bene bozne,
